“Confidence is a plant of slow growth 
in an aged bosom.”— ..Ld. Chatham. 
Confidence is a boon to be cherished 
within every heart. Confidence I cher- 
ish thee. I loathe to have thee marred 
or grieved. 

Confidence is a synonym with trust, 
reliance, belier. sumetimes it 1s said 
ef certain ones, I believe in that man. 
I believe in his ability, his veracity, 
his faithfulness. Of others it is said, 
I can trust that man on any line. I 
am not afraid to lend him money, he 
will keep his word and do just what 
he tells you. He will pay his debts. 

Of others it is said, There is a man 
‘that. you can rely upon. He is per- 
fectly reliable. He keeps his promises 
to his fellowmen. 

Isn’t it fine to have some one fur- 
nish you the little plant of confidence 
and have it take root within the soil 
of your soul? Yes you appreciate that 
little plant, you cherish it and would 
not for anything, have it marred. 

I have seen little plants bruised by 
some one stepping on them, they 
would bleed and almost wilt to death 
but when the rains came they lifted 
their heads and began growing, but 
O what a setback! It took quite a 
while for them to get to where they 
once were. 


So it is with little confidence plants. 
If they are bruised it takes quite a 
while to regain what was lost. If you 
have at any time had your confidence 
grown to a great degree concerning 
a certain friend, and that friend all 
of a sudden commits a terrible crime, 
your confidence plant is cut off at the 
root and it would take perhaps many 
months or years for it to grow to 
where it was before. 

Have you not heard certain ones 
say, I once had great confidence in 
that man, but he has so often shaken 
my confidence that it is going to be 
hard to ever regain it? 

Keep It Growing In Neighbor’s 
Garden 

Why, Mr. B., what shook your confi- 
dence so in Mr. A.? “Well here it is, 
he testified and prayed in public until 
my confidence in him began to grow, 
but one day I saw him get mad and 
bless his neighbor out, that shook my 
confidence in him. He kept shouting, 
testifying and speaking with tongues 
until my confidence in him began to 
pick up and grow, but he caused it to 
wilt again only a few days ago.” Well 
what in the world did he do? “He 
owed a certain merchant for a bill of 
goods, this merchant had asked him 
several times for a settlement, he al- 
ways made fair promises but never 
did meet his promises. The merchant 
has lost confidence in him and even 
in the religion he professes, but to 
cap the stack he put his household 
goods in a wagon after night and slip- 
ped away to another state. Now my 
confidence is cut down to the ground. 
I think that it has turned to a cen- 
tury plant. I think that it would take 
a full hundred years for it to come 
out again. 

This man has bruised my confidence 
plant at many different times and it 
has been very hard for me to keep it 
alive.” 

How did he bruise your plant? “Well 
he would borrow smal! amounts of 
money from me at different times, but 
hardly ever paid it back, he also 
would borrow things about the house 
and never return them, such as tools, 
coal, wood, produce. While these are 
small items, it had a tendency to 
bruise the plant and keep it dwarfed. 
Oh: I was so anxious for my _ confi- 
dence plant to flourish and _ bloom, 
but alas I fear that it is gone.” 

There are many Ways that confi- 
dence may be shaken. And how im- 
portant it is that we strive to keep 
that confidence plant living in others. 
Especially should the ministers and 
officials of the Church of God be very 
careful lest they cut down the confi- 
dence plant that grows within your 
neighbor’s garden (heart). 

Deal Honestly With All Mey 

My wife and I talked this matter 
over quite often. She has said, “Satan 
would delight to trip you and cause * 
people to lose confidence in, you since 
you are placed’ in such a responsible 





position.” I know that this is true. 
I also know that many hundreds of 


eyes are on me. So I desire that the 
confidence plant should grow within 
every heart. Not for my own life 


would I do anything to mar the con- 
fidence that I feel that many people 
have placed in me. This should be the 
ambition of every minister. We should 
not strive for the honor of this world, 
let that take care of itself.

“Thus cleansed I them from all 
strangers and appointed the words of 
the priests and Levites, everyone in 
his business.”

pressly told them not to do, and their 
children spoke every language but 
that of their fathers. Right here I 
want to say, God wants His children 
to speak His language which is pure, 
holy and universal. He expects us to 
all speak the same thing and to be 
holy in all manner of conversation. 
God is not pleased with His people 
using all the silly slang phrases of 
the world. While I was in high school 
I took up the use of slang, but. God 
sorely condemned me for it later, and 
by His help I am trying to purify my- 
self from these things. If we just stop 
to analyze each phrase we will find 
how foolish they are. 

But we will return to the text now. 
We also remember that no man hav- 
ing any blemish upen him, could fill 
the place of a priest. They must be 
perfect in every respect, but when Is- 
rael backslid, she set up priests of the 
lowest order and of a strange people. 
Nehemiah was sorely displeased with 
this state of affairs and God’s prophet 
and servant began to set things in 
order according to the words of God. 

When God saves us, He doesn’t 
mean for us to sit down at ease in 
Zion, saying within our hearts, “I am 
saved, the others can do just like I 
did,” but He expects us to be business 
men and women, working for Him and 
performing our duties in every man- 
ner and order he has commanded. He 
tells us not to be slothful but to work 
while it is yet day. Faith without 
works is dead so we must work as 
well as pray. Also it means more than 
merely having a desire to work for 
the Lord, for Jesus says, “If ye love 
me keep my commandments.” We 
each have something to do. He also 
tells us to “be doers of the Word and 
not hearers only.” We find Nehemiah 
cleansed them from all the strange 
things. All things. All things pertain- 
ing to the flesh, or natural man are 
strangers to God and can have no part 
with Him. The carnal mind is enmity 
against God and is not subject to His 
Law, neither indeed can be. Therefore 
each must be cleansed from the 
Adamic nature before he is a fit sub- 
ject for the priesthood. The Word tells 
us God’s people are a royal priesthood 
and that they shall reign as kings and 
priests eternal.

to dwell in the tents of wickedness. If 
we are called to be doorkeepers (and 
each of us must keep the door of his 
heart) then let us be the best door- 
keepers in all the world, keeping the 
doors shut and bolted against the 
devil, letting in only that which bears 
God’s stamp and seal.

Their Own 


1 Tim. 5:8. “But if any provide not 
for his own and especially for those 
ef his own house, he hath denied the 
faith and is worse than an infidel.” 

There has been much dodging done 
here, for many will say, “I have to 
provide for my own or be werse than 
an infidel, I can’t give nor tithe for 
we are out of flour and meat, need 
some new shoes, Easter hats, new 
dress, casing for my car, ete.

Is not this the fast that 
I have chosen? to loose the bands of 
wickedness, to undo the heavy bur- 
dens, and to let the oppressed go free, 
and that ye break every yoke? Is it 
not to deal the bread to the hungry, 
and that thou bring the poor that are 
cast out to (thy house), when thou 
seest the naked, that thou cover him;

thine own flesh? 

Gal. 6:10. As we have therefore op- 
portunity let us do good unto all men, 
especially unto them who are of the 
HOUSEHOLD OF FAITH. 

Eph. 2:19. Now therefore ye are no 
mere strangers and foreigners but fel- 
low-citizens with the saints and of the 
HOUSEHOLD OF GOD. 

z Peter 2:5. Ye atso as livery stones 
are built up a Spiritual house and 
holy priesthood to offer up Spiritual 
sacrifices acceptable to God by Jesus 
Christ. Heb. 3:6. But Christ as a Son 
over his house, whose house are we if 
we hold fast the confidence and the 
rejoicing of the hope firm unto the 
end.

And at the 
season he sent a servant to the hus- 
bandmen that they should give him 
of the fruit (fat) of the vineyard: but 
the husbandmen beat him and sent 
him away empty, etc., until he had 
sent the third. Matt. 21:40, When the 
Lord therefore of the vineyard eometh 
what will he do unto those husband- 
men? They say unto him He will 
miserably destroy those wicked men 
and will let out his vineyard unto 
other husbandmen which shall render 
him the fruits in their seasons (one 
tenth), God has provided a plan for 
the widows, orphans and also for the 
ministry, if every one would only do 
as the text says, Provide for his own 
house.

For 
he said, bring ye all the tithes into 
the store house. Not part of them, but 
all the tithes. Prov. 3:9, Honor the 
Lord with thy substance and with the 
first fruits of all thine increase. Now 
what about providing especially for 
his house?
